The London Times is a synonym 
for everything that is potent and perfect in 
journalism, and even national pride would 
barely tide the oft-repeated statement that 
the leading American newspapers were not 
only better informed, but better edited, 
than their English contemporaries, over 
the stubborn rock of this impression. It

‘Jee Fleas. 


The water flea, Daphne pulez,is a well-known 
inhabitant of rivers and fresh water Inkes, and 
being distinetly visible to ‘the naked eye, often 
attracts the attention of water drinkers. 
i a harmiess erustacean, this little crea- 
ture not- only excited great interest in the 
pariiamentary committee during the last ses- 
sion, but exercised a very powerful influence 
over the choice of a water supply for the north- 
ern capitzi of Great Britian. ‘he ice flea, if 
known at all, is certainly less celebrated, and 
prowebiy by no means likely to be so potent 
n ite parliamentary imfiuence; never.heless, a 
yen account of ft may not be wholly uninter- 
estin 
Duringa recent ramble upon the Morteratsch 
a § pened turned over the isolated stones which 
le upon ite surface partially imbedded in the 
ice; under many of them I found hundreds of 
a minute jet-black Insect, which jumped many 
times its own length ata single spring, in a 
manner somewhat resembling the performance 
of the commen fiea. The ice flea is about one- 
twelfth of an inch long, Viewed through a 
pocket lena, it would a to have six legs, 
supporting-a body obscure it jointed like that 
of a bee, and furnished with two jointed an- 
tenne. The total length of the insect ap- 
peared to be about six times its thickness, the 
antenne being about one-fourth as long as 
the body. The insects were not found under 
every stone; Dea generally occurred under 
fragments of rock presenting a surface of 
about a square foot, and having a thickuess of 
from twe to four inches. Stones of this size 
are suffielently warmed by the sun's rays to 
melt the ice bencath them more rapidly thas 
it is liquified by the direct solar rays. 
A surface of rock absorbs luminous thermal 
rays better than does a surface of compa-ra- 
tively white ice, and it transmits these rays to 
ok ice beneath it, partly by conduction and 
y by radiation from its under surface. 
he we. om A thus melts its way an inch or two 
into the ice, forming for itself a kind of 

. Sometimes these cavities are water- 
tight, and then any space between the stone 
and the walls of its basin are filled with water 
derived from the meltingice. Under such 
eonditions I have never found any fleas be- 
neath the stones. But occasionally the ice 
basin is drained, and it was under stones rest- 
ing in such comparatively dry basins that the 
insects were found. In all cases nearly the 
whole of the fleas were found upon the icee 
very few being attached to the stoves. They 
were grouped together in shoals, so that prob- 
ably forty or fifty of them frequently rested 
— a single square inch of ice. On remov- 

ing the stones, the insects were very lively, 
but this might be owing to their sudden trane- 
ition from comparative darkness to direct 
sunlight. [Correspondence in Nature. 

Milk as Food. 

An investigation into the nutritive quality of 
milk, and the reason for its d reeing with 
many adult persons, has been made by Doctor 
Wiggin, of Providence, R. L., and reported in 
the Journal of Applied ¢ ‘hemistry. 

The result willseem novel to those who 
have looked on milk asa sloppy diet, not to 
be compared with the oes 8 we! articles we 
choose la proference Pe OU ur For ¢x- 
ample, milk contains eighty- omy per cent. of 
water: but thenarump steak of beef con- 
tains seventy-five per cent. of water, aud eggs 
contain sixty-e ight per cent. 

In fact, it turns out that milk,even at twelve 
cents per quart, Is the cheapest form of animal 

Dr. Wiggin says that sirloin steak, in- 
cluding the bone, at thirty-five cents per 
pound is as dear as milk at twenty-four eents 
per quart; round steaks at twenty cents per 
pound as ‘dear as milk at fourteen cents; eggs 
at thirty cents per dozen as dear as milk at 
twenty cents; corned becf at seventeen cents 
as dcar as milk at fifteen counts. 

A great obstacle tothe use of milk as an 
important element of food is to be found in

The Latest Sensation—What a New 
Yorker Can De.

ration is carried on prevents any loss of flayor 
or other deterioration. Itis perhaps strange 
that so cheap and simple a process has not 
been suggested before. The first works on 
an extensive scale are to be opened on the 
river Platte, at the Estancia Nueva Alewaa- 
nia, where cattle have been reared and fat- 
tencd for the Furopean markets.

Protecting Roofs from Fire. 

The Fire "*s Journal, which ought to be 
good authority on such matters, says: “A 
wash, composed of lime, salt and fine sand, or 
wood ashes, put on in the ordinary way of 
whitewash, is said to render shingles fifty-fold 
more safe against taking fire from falling cin- 
ders, or otherwise, in case of fire in the vicin- 
ity. It pays the expense a hundred-fold in its 
preserving intiuence against the cffect of the 
weather. ‘he older and more weather- 
heaten the shingles the more benefit derived. 
Buch shingies are more or less warped, rough, 
and erncked. The application of wash, by 
wetting the upper surface, restores them to 
their original or first form, thereby closing 
the spaces between the shiniles, and the lime 
ond sand, by filling up the cracks, prevents 
it Warping.

instead. Its poisonous effect on foreigners is 
very notable. The health of a native does 
not appear to be affected by its use; but toa 
foreigner it is most deadly, causing the hands 
to swell painfully whenever touched, and un- 
dermining the entire system much in the same 
manner as does white lead, only much quick- 
er. Even the poor Chinaman is sometimes 
afflicted by it, when it happens to spatter into 
his eyes or upon his lips. AVhen dry, it forms 
a very hard enamelled =§ sur ace, an 
this oes not crack readily, except 
when exported to a dry climate. In 
this case, the wood  beneat it often 
splits badly, on account of the 1 and ine- 
lastic coating. Ornamental wooden ware 
which has been brought from China often 
cracks in pieces upon the mantel or what not. 
merely because of the heat and dryness of 
the atmosphere. One curious fact in connec 
tion with this varnish is that it must be used 
in damp weather, in order to dry successfully; 
whereas precisely the opposite is true of var- 
nishes made in this country, as every painter 
can testify. In addition to this, it grows 
harder and harder if the following season is 
very rainy. It will be seen by the above that 
it is unfitted for use in this country : ; and that, 
however much we may admire jts appare nt 
superiority over anything of the kind which 
we have, we cannot adopt it.

The dis- 
eased oreven tainted a s extremely dan- 
gerous as an article of j nh weak con- 
stitutions it acts like a polace. ‘afortanately, 
if the blight be at all generai, we are pretty = 
tain to have large quantities of the unsound t 
bers thrown into the market at low prices aa 
offered to the poor, and it is highly desirable 
that these consignments should be looked after 
at least as sharply as the fruits that go to 
make up the contents of the costermonger’s bar- 
row.
